‘Can-Opener’ Hurricanes Pack Nationalities 


Heaviest Aerial Wallop in War Add Color t 


By PETER MANSFIELD. 
Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
LONDON, April .25.—(By Ca- 
ble.)—-Ever since guns were first 
fitted to an airplane at the Roy- 
al Aircraft factory at Farnbor- 
ough, in 1913, designers have striv- 
en to pack the maximum fire pow- 
er into flying machines. A new 
pinnacle has been reached in the 
Hawker Hurricane  tank-buster, 
which did so well in smashing 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s armor 
during the British Eighth Army’s 
advance in Tunisia. Full details 
cannot yet be told, but in the 
Hawker is the most powerful] bat- 
tery of shell-firing cannon yet 
lifted into the air. 


The tank-buster is a specialized | 


air weapon. Whereas the chief 
function of the single-seat dog- 
fighter is to get in as many hits 


enough punch from its smaller 
number of bigger guns so as to 
penetrate the armor of ground 
targets. 

1913's Floatplane. 


The first airplane on which a 
big gun was mounted was the 
short pusher floatplane of 1913. 

A Vickers 11-2-pounder’ was 
mounted in front of the nacelle. 
and it is said that the first time 
the gun was fired, the plane stop. 
ped dead and dropped 500 feet 
Camden Pratt, designer of the ma- 
chine, had to solve entirely new 
problems for the absorption of the 
half-ton recoil from the gun. These 
problems remain when compara- 
tively big guns are mounted on 
the light structures of aircraft, 

Karly experiments continued 
with the RAF’s  F.B.4 in 1916, 


which had a 1 1-2-pounder semi-av- | 
tomatic gun; and with the Davis’ 


gun mounted on an 
American Cutriss plane 
same year. The Davis gun over- 
came unbalanced recoil forces by 
propelling the bag of shot back- 
wards, as it fired the shell for- 
wards. Sometimes the crew got 
in the way of the bag, with unfor- 
tunate results, 
“Cow Gun. 

The only cannon to go into ac- 
tion against ground targets be- 
tween 1914-1918 was the one-pound- 
er “cow” gun in an F.B.2B of 
Squadron 213 of the RAF. Night 
attacks were made with it in 1918 
against enemy dispositions behind 
the line with good results. This 
gun, which gained its-name from 
the initials of its makers, the Cov- 
entry Ordnance Works, weighed 
600 pounds. Its weight account- 
ed for the lack of enthusiasm et a 
time when a total of 600 pounds 
ae about all many planes could 
ift. 

The biggest gun to go into 
squadron service with the RAF 
before this war was the 37 mm. 
Vickers, mounuted in Blackburn 
Iris and Perth flying boats of 
Squadron 209. The 1.8-inch shell 
fired was effective against ships, 
and it is surprising that this arma- 
ment was not developed further 
during peacetime. 

How effective are the “can-open- 
er” Hurricanes can be judged by 
the award of distinguished flying 
crosses to several pilots of Hur- 
ricane squadrons, seven of which 
destroyed 40 tanks, besides many 
armored cars and thin-skinned ve- 


hicles.

Housewives Urged To Buy 


More Variety Meats 

Housewives in all parts of the country are spending their red 
point stamps on better-known high point value meat cuts, and as a 
result, are running out of points before the end of each week, accord- 
ing to a nationwide survey made by the American Meat Institute 
in Chicago. 

The Institute urged housewives to buy more of the so-called 
variety meats, which have a comparatively low point value, in order 
to spread their red stamps over the entire week. “Low point meat 
products contain the same essential nutrients—high grade proteins, 
vitamin, and minerals—as the high point value cuts,” it was said. 


Point rationing was comparatively simple until someone asked 
OPA about brick chili—just look: 

“The point values, per pound, of chili have been assessed as 
follows: , 

“Chili containing less than 20 per.cent meat—no points. 

“Chili containing 20 to 50 per cent meat—4 points. 

“Chili containing over 50 per cent meat—7 points.’ 

Another query along. the same lines is “how about chicken 
tamales?” As they are products of unrationed poultry—no points. 


Druggists Told To Get Points 


Krom Sale of Rationed Foods 

Druggists were reminded this week by the OPA that they are 
required to collect ration stamps when they sell rationed foods. 

At the same time, rationing officials pointed out that druggists 
must register if they want to continue in the business of selling such 
rationed items as baby foods, grape juices, and other processed foods. 
To register, they should use Form R-1302, obtainable at any ration 
board. 

When processed foods rationing started on March 1, OPA an- 
nounced that such foods could not be sold by a retail establishment 
without collecting points: from customers. However, a minority of 
druggists apparently did not realize that the instructions were ap- 
plicable—insofar as sales of rationed items were concerned—to their 
special type of retail business. 


New Meat Ceiling Prices 
Will Be Lower, OPA Says 


OPA Administrator Prentiss Brown announced yesterday new 
retail ceiling prices on beef and lamb will be one to three cents per 
pound lower than the recently published OPA schedules and will go 
into effect May 17. 

Standardized regional prices on beef, lamb, veal, and mutton 
were to have gone into effect April 15, but were suspended before 
then for review to see if the prices could not be cut, in line with the 
President’s “hold-the-line” order on the cost of living.

Current Potato Shortage 


Result of Late Frosts 

Atlanta’s current potato shortage is the result of the late frosts 
which killed and damaged southern crops of new potatoes which 
would normally begin to flow into local markets early in April, 
OPA food officials explained this week. 

“The shortage here results from the fact that supplies of old 
potatoes shipped from Maine, Michigan, and other northern sections 
during the winter are now short, and the unseasonable frosts have 
delayed shipments of the new crop from Florida,” it was stated. 

However, officials saw some relief for the situation by the first 
of May, when local potato dealers expect early shipments of new 
potatoes.

“Committee of the Whole”’ 

It is a far from complLmentary situation in 
congress when an important committee is 
unable to find any acceptable form of com- 
promise on so vital an issue as the income tax. 
Yet this is exactly what has happened in the 
lower house. 

The Committee on Ways and Means, hope- 
lessly split on the “pay-as-you-go” 
for income tax payments. will report no com- 
mittee-sponsored bill, but both factions will 
introduce bills of their own, the Haster 
recess, thus throwing the entire issue onto ine 
floor for a mad scramble and a result uaguess- 
ed tut with frightful possibilities. 

There is a parliamentary procedure known 
as resolving tha house into “committee of the 
whole.” Unofficially, this is what the Ways and 
Means Committee has effected. And, when a 
comparatively smali committee group is unable 
to agree after weeks of heafings and discus- 
sions, it is not difficult to imagine the con- 
fusion when a committee of huudreds takes 
over the job. 

The entire situation can only be blamed on 
the peculiar blindness of the Democrats on the 
committee, backed by the Treasury, in respect 
to the Ruml plan for tax collections. In their 
stubborn, inexplicable opposition to the plan, 
they have succeeded in attributing to this plan 
features it does not, and never did, contain. 
They have, for instance, talked insistently that 
it “forgives” taxes for a year. Of course, it 
does nothing of the kind. It merely changes 
the method of income tax computation for the 
individual—it aoes not avply to corporation 
taxes.

Much more important immediately, however, is the change in 
administrative tone of the war agencies brought about by replace- 
ment of New Dealers with hard-headed businessmen and politicians. 
Many of the old faces remain, particularly in the cabinet depart- 
ments. But the really important decisions are being made these days 
by heads and sub-heads of the war agencies, and in these non-New 
Dealers increasingly have been coming to the top and gaining confi- 


dence in their own ideas.

Byrnes’ political character always has been peculiarly 
In his senate days he was President Roosevelt’s most 
effective political wangler. He was credited with putting through 
numerous New Deal measures. But at the same time his closest 
cronies were conservative Democrats, conspicuous among them Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, the late Senator Pat Harrison and Bernard M. 
Baruch. However ardently he might speak for the New Deal, the 
belief persisted that Mr. Byrnes was constitutionally a conservative. 
Whether from a natural predilection or from necessity created 
by the congressional shift, Mr. Byrnes’ trend in his present 
office has been definitely conservative. The first important action 
credited to him was the selection of Prentiss M. Brown to replace 

Leon Henderson as price and rationing administrator. 
Mr. Brown accepted the office only aft-

er he was assured a free hand in revis- 


ing its policies and personnel. He has been weeding out New Deal- 
ers and replacing them with businessmen and some orthodox 
Democratic politicians. such as ex-Senator Clyde Herring, of lowa, 
and his new chief legal counsel, George J. Burke, of Michigan. 
Wherever possible the OPA chief has been endeavoring to ease up 
pressures on the general public and business. 

A man of the same ilk is Chester Davis, who has been brought 
in to replace Secretary of Agriculture Claude Wickard as food ad- 
ministrator. Like Byrnes and Brown, Davis is a congressional fa- 
vorite. 

When Ferdinand Eberstadt was displaced as vice chairman of 
the War Production Board and the former General Electric chair- 
man, C. E. Wilson, was boosted to virtually complete control of the 
war production machine, the generally accepted version was that 
the War and Navy Departments had lost out to radical New Dealers 


in this organization. 
VERDICT CHANGED As time has gone on, however: this 
verdict has changed. Three men whom 
the armed forces particularly were gunning for were Joseph Weiner, 
chief of the Division of Civilian Supply, Robert Nathan. the WPB’s 
chief economic planner, and Mordecai Ezekiel, who had served as 
Mr. Wilson’s executive assistant. Weiner now has been superseded 
by Arthur D. Whiteside, president of Dun & Bradstreet and a con- 
servative businessman.

ONE WORD MORE

CHARLES FRANCIS COE A good many years ago Charles 
Francis Coe woke up in a hospital 


and saw the grave faces of three or four doctors who told him he 
had not more than 48 hours to live. 

That is one story he won't have time to tell the Kiwanis Club 
members and guests on Tuesday, and so | will 
go right ahead with it, as he told it to me years 
ago. There isn’t another story like it 

A good many years ago Charles Francis Coe. 
was serving in the Navy. He became heavy- 
weight champion of the Navy and was known 
everywhere as “Socker” Coe because he had 
a Sunday punch in his right hand. 

Well, time went on and soon he was @ stice 
cessful businessman in New England, handling 
a thriving automobile insurance business and 
doing very well indeed. 

He had given up boxing for golf. One day 
he was out playing a round. He trudged up a 
hill to a green, bent for a putt and —woke up 
in the hospital with the doctors looking at him 
very gravely and saying to him that he had not 
more than 48 hours to live. His heart, they 
said, was gone. ’ . 

Socker Coe asked them for a little time to 


think about it. He thought things over and sent for the officers 


of his company. ; 

“Iam going to die in a few hours,” said Coe, “so go back and 
tell the boys and girls to dig up what dough they can because | 
want them to have the business. Don’t let anyone go into debt, 
Just let those that want to take what they've got and [ll take that.” 

The business was worth, as I recall, about $100,000 or so, and 
thev came back with about $20,000, which Socker Coe took and 
wished them well. He arranged about his funeral and the dis- 
position of the remainder of the cash. 

Then he lay back to die. 


SS Two days passed. He still lived. In fact, 
THE HOURS FA he felt pretty good. The doctors still 


lodked grave and a bit put out. 

A an later he still lived but the doctors said he wouldn't. 

“I decided I would rather die in a hotel room,” he said, “so I 
moved there. After a couple of weeks I felt fine. But I knew I 
was going to die. In fact, I was impatient about it and wanted to 
get it over with. 

“One day Ben Ames Williams (one of our better-known writers) 
came in and said to me that he had a very pretty place up in 
Maine which was about as pretty a place to die in as he knew. He 
invited me to come up and ‘die on him. % 

“So, I went up to his place and waited around to die.. Pretty 
soon | felt so good I began to tell stories, and one day Williams 
told me if 1 could write one as I told it I could sell all I could write. 
So, | wrote one and sent it off to Argosy, and after a few weeks 
back came a-check for $300. I asked Williams how long that sort 
of thing had been going on, and went to work. 

“I still didn’t die, and so one day I decided that since I always 
had wanted to go to Italy I might as well go over there and die. 
I went and kept working. By this time I was pretty sore about not 
dying, and J decided that if I wasn’t going to die, I wasn’t.” 

Charles Francis Coe is very much alive today. He must be 
about 53 years of age and he has as much mental and physical 


energy as he ever had. 

BIG-TIME WRITER He got to be one of the better-known 
writers in the nation. Many persons will 

remember his famous gangster serials of the infamous prohibition 

era when gangs ruled many of our big cities. 

“Me, Gangster” was one of his best. I recall that he said the 
last serial the Saturday Evening Post purchased brought a cool 
$60,000. He had several of those. 

Then. one day. he quit writing and decided to be a lawyer. He 
didn't have time for three years of law school, so he hired a lawyer 
to teach him. A year later he passed the Florida bar with flying 
colors and became one of the officers of the bar association of that 
state. 

He ran for the United States senate, just for the fun of it, and 
did well for a neophyte in politics. Then he did a book about 
lawyers. 

He 1s vice president and counsel for the American Association 
of Moving Picture Producers and is doing a swell job for them. 
It is in that capacity that he will appear here Tuesday. 

The man is versatile, and included in that versatility is the 
ability to speak better than most persons and as well as any.

These prod 
ucts, however, he declared, are not petroleum:

Many newspapers have recently compliménted the intelligence 
of our American-born Japanese. In the Seattle high schools and 
in the University of Washington, Japanese students have consist- 
ently won honors out of all proportion to their numbers. 

This is taken to mean that our Japanese citizens are smarter 
than white youngsters, but it indicates nothing of the kind. 

It is obvious that the Japs are smart. They learn quickly. Their 
minds easily absorb facts This is true of nearly all races. 

But the Japs lack some quality which our race possesses. Though 
their land was “awakened” almost 90 years ago, and they were 
forced to do business with the white man’s civilization, and since 
that time have made phenomenal progress, there is nothing to indi- 
cate that they could have developed by natural processes as white 
men did. 

Take away everything they copied from white men and they 
would be right back where Perry found them.. Their original cone 
tribution to the development of civilization is almost zero. 

Like other laggard races, they are good mimics .and imitators, 
but they seem unable to originate. Even their weapons and tools 
of war are copies of American, British or German models. They 
absorb much, but create little. 

Why do they surpass white boys and girls in winning school 
honors? The answer is found in a score of ancient fables. 

A few years ago a great old university limited the number of its 
Jewish students because they were winning most of the honors. 
Until some medical schools took .a similar step—perhaps without 
admitting it, the number of Jewish graduates was far beyond the 
proportion of their race in our population. So.in Washington today— 
especially in departments devoted to social benefits—Jews have far 
more than their share of offices. 

Why? Why do the children of immigrants speak more correct 
English than our kids? Why does the poor boy climb above the 
rich one? : 

There is one answer to all. They try harder. Those who feel 
too secure and too sure of themselves take it easy.

In the gorges 
of the mountains there are rich 
beds of phosphates. Coal, iron,

Gen. Kenney 
Rocks Jap With

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

Pacific was demonstrated spectac- 
‘ularly Saturday against the ene-

The commander of the Allied 
ait forces in this battle sector 
risked sending a formation of four- 
engined Liberators, carrying 21 
tons of explosives and incendi- 
aries, on a hazardous flight of 
nearly 1,500 miles to the Dutch 
Celebes. 

Stabbing at Kendari for the first 
time since February 10, General 
Kenney caught the Japanese flat- 
footed. Repair and workshops 
were wiped out. Ten, and possi- 
bly 11, enemy planes were de 
stroyed. Every Allied raider, each 
manned by an American crew, got 
back from the dangerous mission. 

Over Kendari, while fires raged 
so fiercely among the hangars that 
the flames could be seen for 75 
miles away, 20 Japanese Zeros - 
tore into the raiders. Five.of them, 
perhaps a sixth, were sent smok- 
ing and spinning out of action, 
adding to the toll of five twin- 
engined enemy planes wrecked on 
the runways.
